Lonpox, Dec. 1.—Io the division 
of Her Majesty’s High Court of Jus- 
tice, before Justice Butt, there was 
commenced to-day a case which ex- 
cited much comment, particularly in 
the higher walks of English life. 
This €ase is the application of the 
Countess Russell for judicial sepera- 
tion from her husband, Ear! Russell, 
grandson of the great Lord John 
Ruesel!, on the grounds of cruelty. 

The troubles between the Earl and 
bis wife have been public talk for 
months past, as the parties to the 
suit are wellknown in society. The 
allegations and counter-allegations 
afford # topic for conversatio.: ino 
many circles of polite society. The 
Earl denies the allegations made by 
his wile, and claims the whole 
trouble is due to his mother-in-law. 
Sir Charles Russell appeared for the 
Earl, and Sir Edward Clarke, Solici- 
tor-Cieneral, represented the Countess. 
The petition of the Countess states 
that from the time she was married, 
in February 1890, until she Jeft him, 
Karl Russell habitually treated her 
with great harshness and cruelty, ter- 
rifying her and injuring ber health. 
The Earl compelled her to remain 
until 2 and 3 o’clock in the morning 
doing his accuunts. He also threat- 
ened her with a revolyer, and, not 
content with abusing and insulting 
her in their private apartments, he 
acted towards herin such a way as to 
humilete ber before her servants. 

The courtroom was crowded with a 
large number of persons who listened 
with close attention to the proceed- 
ings. The Countess, accompanied py 
her mother and sister, was present. 
She and her relatives occupied seats 
in the back part of the courtroom and 
seemed to desire to escape from the 
observation of the crowd. 

Sir Edward Clarke, in opening the 
case for the petitioner, said the parties 
to the suit lived together for only four 
Amonths, owing to the conduct of the 
Earl. Afterwards the Countess was 
induced to :eturn to her husband and 
they resumed their former martial] re- 
lations. This continued but a short 
time, however, when the @éuntess 
found the Earl’s actions inutolérable 
and again seperated. After this last 
seperation the Earl wrote affection- 
“ately ro the Countess, and implored 
her toreturn to him. The Countess 
was persuaded, ayainst her better 
judgment, aud returned to her hus- 
band, but this affectionate treatment 
was of short duration.

Priorto this sepere- 
tion the matier of the Countess’ sup- 
port was talked over, and the Earl 
agreed to allow ber eighty pounds 
per tnonth for her expenses. This 
agreement the Earl violated. He paid 
the first monthly allowance, bnt alter 
that the Countess received nothing 
from bim except checks for the 
amount promised, which checks, when 
presented at the bank, were retarned 
dishonored.

Six men participated in the robbery. 
When the train reached Old Orchard 
it is supposed that four men boarded 
the express car, and the other two are 
believed to have boarded the train at 
Glendale. Shortly after the train 
left Glendale two men made their way 
to the engine cab, and placing a re- 
volver at the heads of the engineer 
and fireman, compelled them to stop 
the train. The eogin.2¢ complied 
with alacrity. As soon as the train 
came to a standstill the engineer and 
fireman were taken to the express 
car. In the meantime the express 
messenger, who suspected somethiog 
wrong, closed and bolted the doors 
of the car and stood inside ready to 
defend the property intrusted to his 
care, but the odds we.e against him, 
and the poor fellow now lies in a 
davgerous condition at North Spring- 
field. 

When the two robbers piloted the 
engineer and fireman tothe car they 
placed them under guard and tried to 
induce the messenger to open the door 
of the car, but the latter was obdurate. 
A stick of dynamite was placed against 
the car and exploded. In a minute 
another stick was exploded at the car 
door, whica fellin. The robbers then 
entered the car, and taking the key 
from the messenger, soon had the safe 
open. Everything in the safe was 
taken, and also the messenger’s gold 
watch and chain. 

The estimates as to the amount se- 
cured vary widely, ranging. from $20- 
000 to $50,000, but nothing definite is 
yet known on this point. Superinten- 
dent Damsel of the express company 
says it will be several days before the 
exact amount can be ascertained. 

While the two robbers were doing 
the work at the express car, the other 
four bandits kept the remainder. of 
train crew and the passengers in a 
state of terror, a constant fusilade 
being kept up all the time. Fourteen 
shots were fired into the smoking car, 
but fortunately no one was hurt.

Tne manufactare of commercial 
glucose in this country bas of la 
years reached enormous proportions. 

All sugars, as well as starch and 
gums, belong chemically to a class 
known as carbohydrates, that is, 
they are a cOmbivation of carbon (C), 
hydrogen (H), and oxygen (UV), alrecdy 
combined in the proyo.tion in whica 
they form water (1120). ‘bere ace 
three groups of sugais: The true 
crysialline sogars called svcroses, 
having the chemical ic:moala Cz Hz 
Otl, and including cane sugar, milk 
sugar and mait sugar. The unciye- 
tallizable sugars or g/wvcosea (CI2 
H2z4 O12), which contalu ose atom 
more of water than 
(esucroses, C12 H2zZ O11 7 water, H2 
QO = clucose Cl2 N24 O12.) OF these 
grape us..r and irait sULar are most 
unnortant. The third class, amy/loses, 
(C12 HO O10), contains onze less 
autumn of water than do the sucroses, 
and are found in granules instead of 
c.ysials. Of these may be mentioned 
sturch, dextrine (the ‘‘stickiog stuff ’’ 
of postage staunps), the gums and ce!- 
ulose, or vegetuble tibie, of which cot- 
ton is a must striking example. Thus 
a laup of charcoal (C), and a glass of 
water (112 0) contain all the ele nents 
of a pound of sugar, a pint of syrup, a 
package of starch or a spool of thread. 

By chemical treatment either the 
soygar or starch group can be conve: ted 
to glucose, and by lermentation inio 
alcohol and acetic acid. Thusis glu- 
cose made from coro, whiskey anc 
beer from corn, rye and barley, anu 
vinegar from apple juice. In this last 
case the sugars of the juice are 
changed first to alcol.ol and then to 
acetic acid. 

Equally interesting is the fact that 
from these carbohvdrates can be wude 
most powerful explosives. Mix liquo: 
avd chlorate of potash tofether iu 
certain. proportions and you have a 
“white gunpowder,’ which a drop of 
acid will explode. 

Soak cotton (cellulose), in nitric and 
sulphuric aqids and yun coi.on is pro- 
duced ; treat this with camphor and 
celluloid, a very useiul article, is the 
resulk. Within each of these ibe.e 
carbohydrates are numerous sub- 
siances, which are, as the chemist 
terius it, isometric, that is, containing 
exactly the same vumier and kind of 
atome, but allotropic, that is, arraned 
in different ways.

weight of water at a temperature of 
59° F. turns the ray 73.8° to the right. 
If the sugar is less pure it bas a differ- 
ent euect on the ray, and upon this 
fact is based the commercial tes¢ of 


most in,portant modern scientific in- 
struments. These secret processes of 
nature are mysteries to man; against 
him she locks her laborat ry doors, 
and he has to be content with undoing 
what she has done, as breaking up 
starch into glucose and alcohol. When 
man succeeds, if he ever does, in con- 
verting the carbon about us, the oxy- 
gen and hydrogen of water, and the 
free nitrogen of the air into the organic 
products we now get vnly as a result 
of natare’s handiwork, then will the 
whole probiem of food supply be dis- 
solved. 

Plants afe the great sugar makers, 
but the mysterious force by which 
they take from the soil and air, with 
the help of the sun, wind and rain, 
the exact proportions of carbon, oxy- 
gen and pte oo requisite to form 
sugar, is something upon which we 
can only theorize, When these se- 
crets are discovered, one of the great- 
est triumphs of mankind will have 
been achieved. | 

The process of sugar makiog in its 
essentials is a simple matter 
ery, yet in ite minute details requires 
great skill and fine manipuintion. The 
Pie jel roughly stated, is as follows:

What a Gazette Keperterr Was 
Shown There Yesterday. 

The Elko Independent has for 
months past been spreading the 
sumor that Richard Brown, formerly 
of that pla-e, was grossly incompetent 
for the position occupies at 
the University, and a GaAzeTTe re- 
porter visited that institution yester- 
day to investigate the charges 
so flippantly made.

The shop is a one-story fiame st *uc- 
ture at the rear uf the Agricultu al 
Station and is fitted op with seven 
work benches, where twelve students 
are engaged in learving mechanical 
art. Each student is provided with 
one each of the following list of tools: 
No, 12 cross-cut suw, No. 12 rip saw, 
No. 14 back saw, Datley’s jack plage, 
Bailey’s fore plane, Bailey's smoo'h 
plane, Bailey’s block plane, sockct 
firmer chisel, 94 socket firmer chisel, 
6 socket firmer chicel, 4, socket 
firimer chisel, 4g eccket firmer ch‘sel, 
oiler, No. 8 oilstone, scratch awl, 
stee] square; bevel, two-foot rule, 
pair dividers, hammer, marking gange,

He 
planes one side smooth and from this 
face the edges and other side are 
worked, making the edges at rizht 
angles and the side parallel with the 
working face. No effort is made in 
tisis exercise to work to dimension. 

“The second exercise is planing a 
square piism. In this exercise the 
material is 14 inches loog and 2 inches 
square section.

Parliamentary Obstruction. 

A remarkable instance of parlia- 
mentary obstruction recently occurred 
in the lower house of Hungary.
